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Report of the Selectmen 


The highway department in 19382 did consider- 
ably more work than was originally planned. 

Increasing unemployment and need for work by 
men able to work but unable to find jobs, put a 
heavy load on the town for necessary relief. By ex- 
tending the highway program it was possible to give 
employment to men who otherwise would have re- 
quired more town aid with consequent increase in 
the expenditures of the Overseer of the Poor. The 
Selectmen believed it was wise to get something for 
the town in return for money that had to be spent. 

During the year 8190 feet of permanent road 
was built and 8510 feet of road was gravelled. Road- 
side brush was cut for 20 miles, and 27 culverts were 
re-laid and five new ones built. The detailed report 
shows that most of the expense was for labor.

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SYNOPSIS OF THE RECORD OF MARCH TOWN 
MEETING 1932 


Article 1. Under this article the following Town 
Officers were elected: Town Clerk, Hiram C. Bruce; 
Town Treasurer, Frederick W. Sawyer; Selectman 
- for 3 years, Fred N. Hutchinson; Library Trustee for 
3 years, Ruth D. French; Trustee of Trust Funds for 
3 years, Benjamin F. Prescott; Fire Wards, Jere- 
miah J. Casey, Fred A. Farwell, George F. Jewett; 
Auditors, Fred S. Kimball, Hugo Trentini; Sexton, 
Leon C. Tucker. 

Article 2. Voted to raise and appropriate such 
sums of money necessary to defray town charges 
for the ensuing year. 

Article 8. Under this article Dr. H. S. Hutchin- 
son of the “Committee on Bringing the Town His- 
tory Up To Date’”’ reported but little progress as yet, 
but that the $200 appropriated had been drawn and 
placed in the bank for future use. 

Report of Committee on “Improvement of Union 
Square” was read by Arthur B. Rotch. The commit- 
tee investigated the feasibility of having all the 
electric and telephone wires in Union Square placed 
under ground, and held several conferences with 
officials of the Public Service Company, but feel 
that the cost would be prohibitive at the present. 
The report was accepted and placed on file. No ac- 
tion was taken. 

Also under Article 3 the question of Sunday 
Ordinances was brought up and after considerable 
discussion the following were approved: 

Sunday Ordinances of Milford, N. H. 
Adopted by the Selectmen and Approved by a Ma- 
jority Vote at Town Meeting, March 8, 1932 


Sect. 1. It shall be lawful to conduct sports or 
games, in connection with which admission is 
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charged or donations are made or accepted, after 
one o’clock in the afternoon on the Lord’s Day with- 
in the Town of Milford, but only after a license to 
conduct such game or sport shall have been granted 
therefor by the Board of Selectmen and a license fee 
of $1. paid for each amateur game and such a fee 
for each professional game as shall be fixed by said 
Board of Selectmen. It shall be lawful to conduct 
sports and games, in connection with which no ad- 
mission is charged and no donations are made and 
accepted, without obtaining a permit as above re- 
quired. 

sect. 2. It shall be lawful for motion pictures, 
lectures, concerts and dramatic or vaudeville per- 
formances to be held on the Lord’s Day in Milford, 
but not before six o’clock in the afternoon, but in 
the case of any such entertainment, in connection 
with which admission is charged or donations are 
made or accepted, a special Sunday license shall be 
obtained therefor from the Board of Selectmen. For 
each Sunday the fee shall be based upon the seating 
capacity of the house in which such performance is 
to be held and shall be computed at the rate of one- 
half cent for each seat but in no instance shall the 
fee be less than $2. Any license so granted shall be 
subject to revocation at the will of the Selectmen. 


Sect. 3. It shall be lawful to sell gasoline, oil and 
any other automobile supplies and to furnish ser- 
vice and repairs required by automotive apparatus 
on the Lord’s Day within the Town of Milford. 

It shall also be lawful to serve meals and to sell 
any other article of merchandise needful to the pub- 
lic on the Lord’s Day in the Town of Milford in ad- 
dition to those permitted to be sold by Chapter 385, 
Section 5, of the Public Laws; but no person shall 
sell any such article until he shall have obtained a 
permit so to do at a fee of $1. per year payable on 
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April 1st, from the Board of Selectmen; excepting 
that anyone selling articles produced by themselves 
or their families shall be exempted from paying a 
license fee. Any license so granted shall be subject 
to revocation at the will of the Selectmen for just 
cause. | 

Article 4. Voted to raise and appropriate the 
amount of money necessary to secure State Aid for 
permanent improvement highways.

Article 6. Voted to authorize the selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes, if necessary. 
Town also voted to allow discount based on interest 
rate of 6 per cent per annum. Discount of 214 per 
cent if paid on or before July 1, 2 per cent on or be- 
fore August 1, 114 on or before September 1, 1 per 
cent on or before October 1, one-half of one per cent 
on or before November 1, and December 1, 1932 
net. 

Article 7. To adjust salaries and wages to pres- 
ent conditions was passed over. 

Article 8. Voted to spend $400.00 on the repair 
of the old Brookline road. Money to be taken from 
town maintenance account. 

Article 9. Voted to raise and appropriate $200. 
toward the maintenance of the Milford Community 
House. 

Article 10. No action was taken relative to ad- 
ditional water storage. 

Article 11. Voted by the town to take care of the 
temporary notes issued to cover additional cost of 
New Bridge and North River Road Bridge. The 
amount voted was $3442.66. 
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Article 12. Resolution of Sympathy on the loss 
of their son, introduced by Father Henry E. Lennon, 
was sent to Col. and Mrs. Charles Lindbergh. 


SPECIAL TOWN MEETING, AUGUST 24, 1932 
(Permission granted by order of Superior Court) 


A brief statement of the reason for the meeting 
was made by F. E. Cooley, Chairman of the Board 
of Water Commissioners, who then presented the 
following resolution: 

“Resolved: That the expenditure of $1400 made 
by the Water Commissioners in development of ad- 
ditional source of water supply be approved. That 
the Selectmen be instructed to turn over to the 
Water Commissioners a sum sufficient, but not to 
exceed $4600. to complete the installation of the 
new well and equipment and a pipe line from said 
well to the pumping station and any land damage. 
That the Water Commissioners are hereby instruct- 
ed to purchase the land on which the new well is 
located and any land necessary to lay said pipe line 
or an easement for the same and an easement 
for electric pole line from the highway to said well, 
with a right of way from said highway to the well, 
all on the land of Victor C. Smith, and to take any 
other action that may be necessary to carry into ef- 
fect this resolution.’’ (now on file) 

A series of 29 questions prepared by Julian 
Tarbell, were read by the Moderator. They related 
to the past, present and future of the Milford Wa- 
ter Works and brought out many interesting facts. 

After numerous questions and a quite general 
discussion, the resolution presented by Mr. Cooley 
was voted upon and adopted. 

At the close of the meeting Judge Charles Dona- 
hue of the Massachusetts Supreme Court was intro- 
duced and spoke briefly. 
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SPECIAL TOWN MEETING, SEPTEMBER 13, 1932 
(Permission granted by order of Superior Court) 

Harry N. Thomas, Chairman of the Board of Se- 
lectmen explained the intent and purpose of the ar- 
ticle and offered the following resolution: That the 
sum of $4597.75 be appropriated for the permanent 
improvement of a certain section of the town high- 
way, known as the Lyndeboro Road, said sum to be 
expended under the direction of the State Highway 
Commissioner; that said sum be borrowed from the 
state by an issue of notes or bonds without interest, 
and that the fixing of time and place of payment and 
the provisions for the sale thereof be delegated to 
the Selectmen. Resolution adopted. 

After a discussion by John Pirovano regarding 
a change in the Town Ordinance vote establishing a 
fixed charge for basketball games and practice in 
the town hall, it was voted to let the hall for $5.00 a 
night for basketball games when they closed at 
ten o’clock P. M. and fifty cents an hour for practice.

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Report of Overseer of the Poor 
For the Year Ending January 1, 1933 


The depression of the last two years has grown 
worse with much increase in the number out of em- 
ployment; which has caused a demand for aid be- 
yond anything anticipated a year ago, and far ex- 
ceeding the appropriation. The indications are that 
the demand for the coming year will be even great- 
er. 

Some families may have taken advantage of the 
times and applied for aid when in ordinary times 
they would have tried to get along without it. Every 
case has been investigated carefully and we believe 
there was actual want where aid has been furnished. 
We believe that sufficient aid should be furnished to 
give children proper nourishment and the men 
strength to work if the opportunity presents itself. 

Aid, chargeable to the town has been rendered 
to 34 families with 68 adults and 68 children. 

Aid, chargeable to the county, has been given to 
61 families in which there are 117 adults and 140 
children. 

Old Age Assistance has been given to nine 
people but at this time the number has been de- 
creased by death to seven. Under the present law 
the County Commissioners have the entire say in the 
matter, without consulting the Town authorities.

For the Year Ending January 31, 1933 


Your Sexton of Cemeteries for the year 1932 
feels that not as much has been accomplished in our 
cemeteries as we would like. However, that feeling 
may prevail in other departments of the town offices. 

Owing to general financial conditions of the 
town it seemed best to ask of the Ways and Means 
Committee only about what would be actually need- 
ed for the running expenses of our five cemeteries. 

If the voters will discontinue the old time custom 
of making a $7.00 town allowance on all deaths oc- 
curring in Milford we could have an average of 
about $350.00 more for use in our cemeteries as the 
town allowance is deducted from the annual ap- 
propriation for cemeteries. 

The main water line at Riverside Cemetery has 
been relocated and several new faucets installed. 
Union Street No. 2 Cemetery had water installed this 
past year and at a very small expense it can be in- 
stalled at Elm Street No. 1. When this is accomplish- 
ed all our cemeteries with the exception of the old 
yard on the North River road will have running 
water for the convenience of the ever increasing 
number of people who visit our cemeteries. 

The avenues in West Street No. 3 and Riverside 
Cemetery seem to be one of the next major items 
for permanent improvement. This will take many 
years to accomplish unless by good fortune we have 
others with minds like our late Hon. A. E. Pillsbury. 
Such contributions can do much to further the im- 
provements of our cemeteries. 

Your Sexton for the year 1932 will be glad to 
give a detailed account of the expenditures of your 
money that is appropriated for cemeteries. These 
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items would be too numerous to publish in this re- 
port.

Firewards. 
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Report of Park Commission 


The past year has brought no unusual develop- 
ments in the work of the Commission on parks and 
playgrounds. The dry summer reduced the expense 
of maintenance of the grounds considerably as less 
mowing and raking was involved. Superintendent 
Campbell of the Water Department has suggested 
that we should install a water supply pipe on the 
Oval if we are to use town water for sprinkling pur- 
poses. This will involve an expense of $15.00 or 
$20.00 for labor, the result being that the water 
then used by the town could be measured and 
charged for. 

The permanent improvements at Endicott Park 
were done at the request of the Legion Post who 
used the grounds for parade purposes. This involv- 
ed an expense of $78.00 which will not have to be 
repeated this year. There is general deterioration 
taking place all the time in the general equipment 
of the different parks. At Endicott Park the seats 
are about useless now. The bandstand needs repair 
and should be painted. The equipment at the differ- 
ent school playgrounds has to be looked over fre- 
quently, kept painted, and all bolts examined and 
some replaced to avoid accidents to school children. 
If a wet season is met this summer the cost of mow- 
ing and trimming of the grass on the Oval is quite 
an item. The granite soldiers’ monument on the 
Oval needs cleaning. No estimate has been made of 
the expense. 

One item of expense last year which will not be 
repeated this year was the repairing of a tree at 
“Hartshorn Park”’ on Union street at an expense of 
$50.00. 

Meeting the general spirit for real economy the 
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commissioners believe that an appropriation of $100 
less than last year would furnish money enough to 
pay all bills now anticipated and we recommend 
that an appropriation of $350 be made for the gen- 
eral upkeep of the parks and playgrounds. 
The report of the Treasurer follows.

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Report of Water Commissioners 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
To the Honorable Board of Water Commissioners: 


I submit a report for the year ending January 31, 
1933. The activities of the department have been 
confined largely to the locating and constructing of 
anew well. 

We have had the usual number of leaking 
goosenecks and minor repairs. A serious leak de- 
veloped in the bridge at Whiting & Sons’, the water 
getting away into the brook and not showing on the 
surface. As near as we can determine we were 
losing between 70,000 and 80,000 gallons of water 
in 24 hours. 

In July we were faced with a severe shortage of 
water. We had to notify all consumers to discon- 
tinue use of the hose, and be as careful as possible 
in the use of water. 

We had always felt secure in having a brook so 
near for an emergency supply. We turned the water 
from the brook into the wells one night about 5 
o'clock, and the next morning the brook was prac- 
tically dry, and the wells far from being full. There 
were times during July and August when if we had 
had a fire there would have been absolutely no 
water to pump except what we had stored in the 
clear well, and at times that was less than half full. 
We kept a man on duty at the station 24 hours a day. 
A contract was signed with the P. D. Bowler Com- 
pany of Chicago to locate and construct a new well 
to deliver not less than 40 gallons a minute, with a 
maximum of 140 gallons per minute. After explor- 
ing our present well field they determined that the 
present wells were collecting all the water in the 
immediate vicinity. They began exploring up the 
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meadow south of the station, and finally located a 
well on land owned by Victor C. Smith, 2000 feet 
south of the pumping station. On a 48 hour continu- 
ous test this well developed 200 gallons a minute. 
This was in the month of August when our old wells 
were practically dry. About half way between the 
old well and the new well the borings showed that 
there was a dyke of hard packed sand and clay, ex- 
tending east and west across the meadow, at a 
depth of 25 feet. As no water could pass through, 
this dyke, we are reasonably sure that we have 
tapped a new supply. At the present writing the 
new well is supplying nine-tenths of the water we 
are pumping. We are pumping about one-tenth of 
the water from the old wells in order to keep them 
from getting stagnant. This new well is guaranteed 
for one year, to yield at the rate of 140 gallons a 
minute.

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Report of Superintendent of Sewers 


To the Honorable Selectmen: 


I submit a report of the Sewer Department for 
the year ending January 31, 19388. 

The main sewer has been extended on Elm Street 
120 feet. Owing to the shortage of water we could 
not use the sewer machine for cleaning the sewers 
on West Street and Souhegan Street as we had 
planned. We confined our activities to re-building 
and repairing catch basins and replacing broken 
castings.

To the Trustees of the Milford Free Library: 

I herewith submit the annual report of the Mil- 
ford Free Library for the year ending January 31, 
19338. | 

The library is the only plant in Milford of which 
I have heard, that has had a successful year and has 
made a large gain. The circulation for this last year 
was 45,762, the largest in the history of the library, 
and nearly 5,000 more than that of last year. The 
lack of employment has of course greatly increased 
the circulation. It has sent old readers back and 
brought new patrons. We feel very proud of the 
increase, and hope many who have found the library 
a place of refuge in the hard times will continue to 
use the advantages offered by the library. 

In December and January Miss Olive Clark kind- 
ly gave four story hours to the children of the first 
three grades, for the library. 

The new steel stack which was added to our 
equipment last fall has relieved the congestion to a 
considerable extent.

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REPORT OF HEADMASTER OF HIGH SCHOOL 


To Harold C. Bales, Superintendent of Schools, Mil- 
TORG wNcaeLs 


I herewith submit my third annual report as 
Headmaster of Milford High School. 


Enrollment : 


For the first time in the history of the school the 
enrollment has reached and passed 400. The total 
number of different pupils enrolled for the first half 
year through January 31, 1933 is 402. Of this num- 
ber 23 have left school or transferred to other 
schools in New Hampshire or other states. This year 
Grade 7 is very large, a total of 83 having been reg- 
istered during the year. They have been divided 
into two large sections. Classes of 40 or more are 
quite large for best teaching. The number in Grade 
6 indicates that there will be 80 or more in Grade 7 
for 1933-34. Since we are graduating less than 45 
in 1982-33, the enrollment will probably increase 
again next year. There are 443 seats with desks in 
the building. Twenty-five of these are located in the 
shop class room and are not suitable for use as home 
room desks. From year to year seats have been add- 
ed to each room until at present all the rooms in the 
building are filled to utmost capacity. In most cases 
there is not adequate space for the teacher’s desk. 
In some rooms desks are not fastened to the floor in 
order that they may be pushed back toward the 
chairs to allow for passing. Of the 418 desks that 
are really suitable for use in home rooms, 28 are 
located in the assembly hall. The increase in enroll- 
ment in 1983-34 probably represents the peak for 
some years, due to the fact that the succeeding ele- 
mentary grades are smaller. We can probably take 
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care of the whole group with minor rearrangements. 
However, the building will be filled to capacity. 

The membership at the end of the half year, 
January 31, 1933, is 379 as compared to 372 at this 
time last year and as compared to 876 of two years 
ago. One hundred ninety-six of these pupils are 
girls and 183 are boys, distributed according: to age 
and grade as follows:

The above table shows that the Academic, or 
College Preparatory course is not in as great de- 
mand as has been the case in past years. The Com- 
mercial Course has held its own. The General 
Course which was organized in 1928 has strengthen- 
ed. The Mechanic Arts Course has steadily strength- 
ened through the years. I feel that through this 
course we are serving many boys who are incapable 
of profiting from other types of school work. It is 
also possible that some of our tuition pupils come 
here for Mechanic Arts when they would otherwise 
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attend schools nearer their homes. Two periods in 
the shop are required for the same amount of credit 
that is given for one period in a regular class. A 
glance at the program of study which follows shows 
that the pupils get from this course much of the so- 
called “‘cultural’’ material. For example, all Me- 
chanic Arts pupils take four years of English, in- 
cluding composition and literature. They also take 
History, the Sciences and Mathematics. In fact only 
twenty-five per cent of a Mechanic Arts pupil’s 
course is actually spent in the shop. This means 
that during a four year high school course the pupil 
spends the equivalent of one year in the shop and 
the other three years in the old line subjects. It is 
the shop work, in many cases, that keeps the pupil 
in school year after year. In the 7th and 8th grades 
girls spend four periods per week in cooking and 
sewing throughout the year, while boys spend the 
same amount of time in woodworking. 

The demand for Mechanic Arts in the senior 
high school is greater for next year than ever. It is 
especially great in the courses in Shop Electricity 
and Machine Shop work.

The above table shows at least four things. Brief- 
ly stated they are: 

1. The number in the Junior high school (grades 
7 and 8) is about the same for the thirteen year 
period except for slight fluctuations; 

2. The Senior high school (grades 9 to 12) has 
shown a marked change, an increase of nearly 100 
pupils over the number 145.51 for 1920-21. This is 
significant for those interested in school finance for 
it is in the high school that the cost of education per 
pupil is comparatively great. This is one factor in 
the rise in costs of the Milford school system—more 
high school pupils, making a marked increase in 
the total number in building; 

3. The number of graduates has steadily in- 
creased until the number is nearly double that of 
1920-21. Next year we should graduate over fifty 
pupils. Not only have there been more pupils in the 
high school but an increasing number have stayed 
through the full four years; 

4. Finally the period 1920 to 1933 has shown an 
increase in the number of pupils in the high school 
building of slightly over 35 per cent. 


Tuition Pupils 1932-1933 


On January 31, 1933, there are 40 tuition pupils 
as compared to 49 at this time in 1932 and 48 in 1931. 
A possible explanation of this change is that thirteen 
out-of-town pupils were graduated last June, an un- 
usually large number. At present our tuition pupils 
are distributed by grades and towns as follows:

Last Year’s Activities

3. Senior Class Trip: The members of the class 
of 19382 visited New York during the April. vaca- 
tion.

4. Junior Prom: On May 6, 19382 the annual 
Junior Prom and reception to the Senior Class was 
held in the town hall. Herb Whitney’s Orchestra of 
Lowell furnished the music. 

5. Scholarship Day: On May 7, 1932 members 
of the Senior class and teachers visited the Normal 
School at Keene to take part in the annual “battle 
of brains.”’ Teams of three pupils each took the tests 
in English, French, and Plane Geometry. The Geom- 
etry team composed of Paul Brooks, Eleanor Cutts 
and Edgar Johnson took third place in the state- 
wide contest. The English team was made up of 
Phyllis Ashford, Vieno Kokko and Grace Ramsdell. 
Vincena Drago, Catherine Morgan and Elizabeth 
Smith represented the school in French. These occa- 
sions are valuable not so much for the results of the 
tests as to stimulate pupils to do well in their work 
and to develop a feeling of unity in our state. 

6. Freshman Play: On May 19, 1932, the mem- 
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bers of the Class of 1985 presented “‘The Twig of 
Thorn” in the High School Assembly Hall. 

7. Sixteenth Annual Kaley Prize Speaking Con- 
test: This year we gave a first and second prize to 
both boys and girls as well as a prize to remaining 
contestants. The contest was held on June 3, 1932, 
under the direction of Miss Flora Abbiati, teacher of 
Sophomore English. The four girls and four boys 
selected for the finals were: Harriet Boak, Ruby Car- 
penter, Flossie Hutchinson and Beatrice Whittier, 
Philip Cummings, Paul Dutton, Rosario Grasso and 
Leo Silveri. First prizes of $10 went to Flossie 
Hutchinson and Leo Silveri. Harriet Boak and Philip 
Cummings were awarded second prizes of $5. Each 
of the remaining contestants received $2.50. 

8. Graduation: On June 22, 1932 the largest 
class in the history of the school was graduated.

9. Athletics: Milford was represented in the 
Monadnock Basketball League. Peterboro boys and 
girls again won the cups. The baseball season ended 
with Peterboro and Milford in a tie for first place in 
the Monadnock Baseball League. The play-off at 
Milford was won by Peterboro whose team was 
awarded the cup. Spirit among coaches, players and 
pupils of the schools of the League is good. An inter- 
school field day was sponsored by Coach Clark at 
Peterboro. The participants had a very enjoyable 
meet. 

Activities 1932-1933 

1. Football: Milford was represented by a tear 
which played six games during the autumn of 19382 

2. Senior Play: On December 22, 1932 the mem- 
bers of the Class of 1933 presented Booth Tarking: 
ton’s ‘Seventeen.’ The play was good, well cast and 
well produced. The attendance was poor. 

3. Assemblies: At various times we have had 
general and home room assemblies. Teachers, pu- 
pils and outside speakers have participated. Judge 
Bale of Cleveland, Ohio, in town with a visiting 
Chautauqua, gave us a fine talk one morning in No- 
vember. The members of the Junior English class 
under the direction of their teacher, Miss Irma An- 
drews, presented parts of “Twelfth Night.’’ Season- 
al programs have been given. 

4, Ferrari-De Crosta: Mr. and Mrs. Di Crosta 
gave a musical performance on a variety of instru- 
ments interspersed with jokes and vocal numbers. 
In the afternoon the pupils from Brookline, Mont 
Vernon, Amherst, Milford rurals and Elementary 
building crowded the Assembly Hall to hear them. 
In the evening a performance was offered to high 
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schools pupils and townspeople. The Music Theory 
class sponsored the entertainment with the aid of 
Superintendent Bales and the music teacher, Miss 
MacKinnon. About sixty dollars was realized for 
music purposes and stage fund. 

5. Library: The new second floor book room 
was converted into a library at the beginning of the 
year. Reference books are catalogued and in the 
charge of pupil librarians, each serving one period 
of the day. The arrangement seems to be very help- 
ful. 


Changes in School Day 
As in other years, school opens at 8.30 A. M. 
Four 45 minute (net) periods divided by a short 
recess for basement and calisthenics period carry to 
11.55 A. M. The noon recess period is from 11.55 
to 1.05, giving a much needed extra 10 minutes for 
pupils to go home for hot lunches. At 1.05 P. M. 
there is a 30 minute Assembly and Club period fol- 
lowed by two 45 minute periods. This brings the 
time of dismissal at 3.15 P. M. In past years periods 
have been 47 minutes (net), lunch period one hour, 
assembly period 20 minutes, dismissal at 3.00 P. M. 
A slight arrangement may be necessary to carry out 

the high school program for 1933-34.

The above table shows a staff of experienced 
teachers. Of sixteen there are only two with less 
than two years experience. This is a fortunate situa- 
tion for our school. Any school that has to suffer 
faculty changes each year and to depend upon any 
large group of inexperienced teachers to carry on its 
work is greatly. handicapped. Best results are ob- 
tained when teachers can be held year after year. 


Clubs: During the early part of the year the 
teachers of Milford High School have been making 
a study of school clubs. A text was chosen and 
studied at weekly meetings in conjunction with the 
teachers of Amherst High School. We are now ready 
to organize our clubs. I believe that the function of 
the public school is not so much to teach Latin or 
Mathematics or any one particular subject as to use 
these subjects as tools for the full development of 
character. This can be done through athletics, stu- 
dent government and school clubs as well, if not 
better, than in any other way. We need leadership 
as much, perhaps more, than ever before. We should 
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do nothing in our schools that will hinder the build- 
ing of character and the training for leadership. 
For this reason no sacrifice on the part of parents 
and teachers is too great if it is necessary to give the 
best possible training to the youth of the country 
and thus to insure the future of the nation for fol- 
lowing generations.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Milford: 


I herewith submit my fourteenth annual report, 
which is also the twenty-eighth in the series of such 
reports. 


Supervisory Union No. 40 


This Union comprises the school districts of Am- 
herst, Brookline, Milford, and Mont Vernon, and is 
the same as arranged in 1919 by the State Board of 
Education acting under the school law of 1919 by 
which the entire state, exclusive of cities, was divid- 
ed into unions for supervisory purposes. By this law 
the School Boards of the districts comprising a union 
form a joint board which meets annually and nom- 
inates a Superintendent of Schools who is elected by 
the state board. The joint board also determines the 
amount of the superintendent’s salary above the 
$2000 minimum which is paid by the state from in- 
come received from the $2 per pupil tax. Of the ex- 
cess voted for the school years 1932-1933 and 1933- 
1934 ($1900) Amherst pays 25%, Brookline 10%, 
Milford 60%, and Mont Vernon 5%. The Superin- 
tendent pays all of his travelling expenses in the 
Union. 


Teachers 


In the rural schools no changes have occurred in 
the last year; in the elementary building likewise, 
no changes. In the high school Miss Marion G. Little, 
who was on leave of absence the last half of last 
year, returned in September, having completed her 
work for a degree at Plymouth Normal School. Miss 
Ruth Little’s place as teacher of mathematics has 
been taken by Miss Marguerite Brown of Plymouth, 
New Hampshire. Miss Brown is a graduate of Ply- 
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mouth Normal School four-year course. Cadet 
teachers from Keene for Domestic Arts work are 
being continued; four during the year, each for 
about nine weeks. The total cost of this service is 
$100.00. 

Repairs 

No extensive work has been undertaken this last 
season. The usual work on rural schools has been 
done by janitors of the village buildings, this work 
having been made a part of their contracts. Due to 
the times all items of larger repair including paint- 
ing have been postponed with the exception of 
shingling the south side of the Laurel School, this 
being badly needed. The following things, however, 
should be kept on the list of needs for the future: 
heating plant at High School; outside painting; steel 
ceiling at rurals; school library at the High School. 

Rural Schools 

The Shedd school building was sold during 1921- 
1922 and torn down, the land reverting to the orig- 
inal owners. The Federal Hill school was closed 
in 1924 and the building and land sold at auction in 
1931. The North school has not been open since 
June 1981. Three one-room schools are now main- 
tained, namely, Laurel, Osgood, and Pine Valley. 

The Laurel school is maintained for Grades I, 
II and III only, with 16 pupils enrolled at the present 
time. All pupils in this part of the town are assigned 
to the new elementary building for grades beyond 
III. 

At Osgood school the first six grades are main- 
tained with 17 pupils now registered. Of these sev- 
enteen, three live more than two miles from school 
and are accordingly transported, two routes being 
required. In addition another family living more 
than two miles from Osgood school has elected to 
take their children to the village, transportation be- 
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ing paid on the basis of their distance from Osgood 
school only. Seventh and eighth grade pupils all at- 
tend the six-year high school at the village. 


At Pine Valley there are not enough elementary 
children to justify maintenance of two rooms, ac- 
cordingly, the most feasible solution has been to 
transport part of the children to Milford village. At 
first, Grades VII and VIII only were carried and 
then when the remaining children were too many 
for one teacher, Grades V and VI have also been 
transported, so that now there are left at Pine Val- 
ley school 21 pupils in Grades I-II-III-IV. 

There is room enough at the village elementary 
building to take care of all children from these three 
schools at a considerable net saving of money. There 
would also be the added advantage that all pupils 
would be in a single grade rather than in a combina- 
tion of grades as now. The transportation problem 
at Pine Valley would be increased as a second con- 
veyance would be necessary. At Osgood the cost of 
transportation would not be a gross increase because 
considerable transportation is required now. At 
Laurel practically all children live within two miles 
of the village building. The closing of these schools 
should be seriously considered in view of the saving 
of money,—about $2000—without loss of instruc- 
tional opportunity for pupils. 


Elementary Building 


The opening of this new twelve-room building 
in January 1926 relieved the congestion and bad 
conditions of the eleven rooms maintained in the 
Old Brick and Old White buildings. Since these 
twelve rooms are not yet filled to capacity it would 
seem far better to take care of all rural school pupils 
at this school rather than to attempt any consolida- 
tion in the elementary building itself. 
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High School 

The situation in this building is quite difficult due 
to large enrollment which next year will about fill 
the building to capacity. Details concerning this 
situation and other pertinent facts about high school 
are fully discussed in the Headmaster’s report. There 
are certain consolidations which can be made in 
high school which will save some money, but will 
more or less decrease the advantages and oppor- 
tunities for the girls and boys enrolled. In the first 
place, by rearranging and lengthening the school 
day, it will be possible to have seven teaching peri- 
ods instead of six. The number of classes per teacher - 
could then be increased and less teachers required. 
In the next place, consolidation may be effected by 
decreasing the offerings to the pupils; for example, 
some regular academic subject might be dropped 
entirely. Such a procedure, however, would make it 
difficult or impossible to prepare for college. On 
the other hand, if a whole department such as Prac- 
tical Arts should be dropped, a very thorough re- 
organization of the school would have to take place. 
Since September, 1926, Grades VII and VIII have 
been operated with the upper four years as a Six- 
year state approved unit. Former Headmaster Pay- 
son H. Reed spent much time in preparing for and 
organizing this six-year plan. If cooking and sewing 
and woodworking for pupils in Grade VII and VIII 
(four periods per week for each pupil) are discon- 
tinued, the whole six-year plan will have to be 
dropped and Grades VII and VIII maintained as sep- 
arate room units. A tentative survey of pupils’ de- 
sires for next year, as shown in the Headmaster’s 
report, indicates that the demand for Mechanic Arts 
in Grades [X-X-XI-XII is strong. In Domestic Arts 
two courses only are offered beyond Grade VIII, one 
for Freshmen and Sophomores called The Home, 
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and a course in Nursing and Physiology for Juniors. 
These two courses are considered as subject courses 
available in different curricula and do not constitute 
a complete Domestic Arts curriculum leading to a 
diploma. The dropping of all Practical Arts, of 
course, will save some money as no _ substitute 
courses would have to be offered for seventh and 
eighth graders, and pupils in the upper four years 
could be more or less absorbed into other courses. 
The whole question comes down to a consideration 
of whether this work meets the need of a large num- 
ber of girls and boys to the extent of being worth 
what it costs.

Conclusion 


At the Citizens’ Conference on the Crisis In Ed- 
ucation called by the President last month in Wash- 
ington, Mr. Hoover said in his opening address: 

“Our nation faces the acute responsibility of pro- 
viding a right-of-way for the American child. In 
spite of our economic, social and governmental 
difficulties, our future citizens must be built up now. 
We may delay other problems, but we cannot delay 
the day-to-day care and instruction of our children. 

“Our governmental forces have grown unevenly 
along with our astounding national development. 
We are now forced to make decisions on the merits 
of the various expenditures. But in the rigid govern- 
mental economies that are requisite everywhere we 
must not encroach upon the schools or reduce the 
opportunity of the child through the school to de- 
velop adequate citizenship. There is no safety for 
our republic without the education of our youth. 
That is the first charge upon all citizens and local 
governments. 

“T have confidence that with adequate reduc- 
tion of expenditures there can be ample amounts 
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obtained from reasonable taxation to keep our 
school system intact and functioning satisfactorily. 
Those in charge of the schools must be willing to 
face conditions as they are, to cooperate in discard- 
ing all unnecessary expenditure, to analyze all pro- 
cedures, and to carry forward on a solid basis of 
economy. But the schools must be carried on... 
Above all, may I ask that throughout your delibera- 
tions you bear in mind that the proper care and 
training of our children is more important than any 
other process that is carried on by our Government. 
If we are to continue to educate our children, we 
must keep and sustain our teachers and our schools.”’

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


To Mr. Harold C. Bales, Superintendent of Schools, 

Milford, N. H.: 

The following is my first report of the health 
work in the Milford schools, it being the fourteenth 
year of this work. 

The medical inspection was carried out in Sep- 
tember by Dr. Hinds, the nurse assisting. A tabulat- 
ed report of the inspection is given on another page. 

The eye examinations have been made and fifty- 
seven pupils were found to have defective vision, 
ranging from slight to very poor. This is a high per 
cent for our schools. Notices have been sent to the 
parents in each case and home visits are being made. 
Several defects have been corrected and I hope that 
more parents will cooperate in having the necessary 
corrections made. 

The ear examinations will be made in April 
when the audiometer may be obtained from the 
State Department of Health. With this instrument 
avery accurate examination may be made. 

Twenty-five underweight children received one 
pint of milk each school day for two months and a 
half during the school year 1931-1932. These chil- 
dren were all weighed each month and showed a 
decided improvement. This donation was made pos- 
stole by the Milford Woman’s Club and paid for by 
the Civic Club. Several children ordered milk at the 
school which their parents paid for. This year we 
are furnishing milk for twenty-seven pupils. About 
forty pupils provide it themselves, which is much 
more beneficial for them than sweets. Beginning 
March 1, 1933, federal money will be available to 
supply milk for the undernourished children in the 
schools for a period of ten weeks. 

This year the number of underweight children 
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has been decreased considerably and we hope to 
have even less in the future. 

Ten lessons were taught to the girls of the Junior 
Class from the high school in simple nursing pro- 
cedures. 

Twelve children were taken to the hospital for 
nose and throat operations. 

The number of children with dental defects re- 
mains about the same as last year. Follow up visits 
have been made to urge the parents to cooperate in 
having the necessary corrections as they can realize 
and appreciate the importance of proper treatment 
during childhood. 

The list of unvaccinated pupils has increased this 
year with the addition of new pupils in school. From 
time to time we read about cases of small pox in 
other communities. Such an event in Milford might 
have serious consequences. 

Cases of pediculosis and skin diseases have been 
found in the schools at various times. Instructions 
were given and follow up visits made until a correc- 
tion could be obtained. 

We have had a few scattered cases of contagious 
diseases this year but it was not necessary to close 
the schools. There are several reported cases at 
present. 

Two hundred and thirty-five visits have been 
made to the schools. These visits include classroom 
inspection, health talks, individual attention to pu- 
pils and other necessary work. 

It has been necessary for me to spend much time 
doing social service for the children this year to pro- 
vide them with adequate clothing.

We have examined the items of the accounts of 
the officers of the several departments as follows:

We find them to be correctly cast and properly 
vouched, to our best knowledge and belief. 

At this time we suggest that all reports of ac- 
counts should be held by the heads of different de- 
partments until the accounts have been audited, be- 
fore they are sent to the printers. 

An effort should be made to find the contract 
with the Public Service Company of N. H. for the 
street lighting service, and if not found, a copy of it 
should be obtained from the Company, and filed 
with the Trustees of Trust Funds for safe keeping. 

An effort should be made to find the Bond of the 
Trustees of Trust Funds, and if not found, a dupli- 
cate of same should be obtained from the Agent of 
the Insurance Company. 

We suggest that the business of the Trustees of 
Trust Funds be conducted by just one of the 
Trustees, instead of the way it is being done now. 
We further recommend that a new system of ac- 
counting be adopted by the Trustees, so that there 
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will be a perpetual record of all transactions of in- 
come and expenditures. 

We also certify that we have examined the ac- 
counts of the Milford School Board and the Treas- 
urer of the School District for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1982 and find them correct.

Of the deaths in town in 1932, 32 were carried out of town for 
burial: Amherst, 7; North Chester, 1; Francestown, 1; Green- 
field, 1; Hancock, 1; Lyndeboro, 1; South Lyndeboro, 1; Man- 
chester, 1; Mason, 3; New Boston, 1; Wilton, 5; Burlington, Vt., 
1; Cambridge, Mass., 1; Carlisle, Mass., 1; South Easton, Mass., 
1; East Malden, Mass., 1; Pawtucket, R. I. 1; West Roxbury, 
Mass., 1; Stratford, Conn., 1; Winchendon, Mass., 1. 

Twenty-five were brought from away for burial. Some were 
long ago residents. Of the 73 deaths recorded, 1 was between 
90 and 100; 14 between 80 and 90; 16 between 70 and 80; 18 be- 
tween 60 and 70; 9 between 50 and 60; 5 between 40 and 50; 3 
between 30 and 40; and 7 under 30. Of these deaths 45 were 
Male and 28 were Female. One or both parents of 33 were born 
in other countries. 

The vital statistics of a town are one of its most important 
records, not merely for today but for generations to come. If 
everyone would see to it that the recods of their own families 
were fully and correctly filled out on the Marriage, Birth, and 
Death certificates when handed in, it might be of great use to 
them or their descendants at some future day, and a great help 
to us in making out the records of today.
